The memory of "Tom Rili-y's Liberty 


Pole" is still green in the hearts of rennr 
New Yorkers. This fatuous pole srood 
near the corner of West Broadway and 
*ronklin strfeet. It was erected In 1834 oq 
Washington's Birthday, and towered up 
ward 1ST feet from the ground on which It 
stood. Figures were placed upon it at in- 
tervals to mark its height, and the littl* 
grass plot on which it stood was the scene 
of memorable gatherings of firemen In thf 
days of the volunteer department. 


Streams of water were thrown toward 


tho top of Riley's pole, ai«i the engine that 
reached the highest mark received a priz« 
from Judges who viewed the coutest from 
roofs close by. Hiley's pole was struck bj 
lightning within ten months after 
iti 


erection. It was replaced by a new one, 
and the latter pole was there as late ai 
18o8, when the advance of business caused 
its removal. 


FAMOUS FLAGPOLES. 


Every schoolboy can see in his mind's 


eye the daring Americnn who climbed the 
Battery flagpole and tore down the British 
colors that had been nailed there when the 
English saUed from New York in 1783 
The earliest pictures of New Amsterdam 
show a flagpole on this site. The present 
one is not old, its predecessor having been 
struck by lightning less than a dozen years 
ago. 
The shivered pole fell northward 


with a terrific crash. 


A famous firepole used to stand near the 


corner of Avenue D and east Houston 
street. Engine 44 of the old "Live Oaks" 
used to have its practice trials under this 
pole.

Pneumatic Tool Driving. 


The application of pneumatic power to 


calking, stone cutting and similar uses 
has resulted in a great economy of time 
and labor. Rotary cutting tools driven by 
compressed air have been used to a consid- 
erable extent by stonecutters in this coun- 
try, and in England both stone cutting and 
the calking of ship and boiler plates are 
very largely done by tools of a similar 
character. 


For ship and boiler work a very ingenious 


tool is used, in which the calking tool is 
given a vibratory back-and-forth motion 
at the amazing speed of 15,000 strokes per 
minute. The motive power is compressed 
air at a pressure of torty pounds to the 
square inch. This acts on a plunger vary- 
ing from one to three inches in diameter 
according to the power of the tool and the 
purpose for which it is intended, and a 
very rapid vibratory motion is given by 
alternating the admission of the nir to the 
twoends of the plunger.—New York Jour-

their way back to the government vaults, 
and there they etuy, like poor relations. 
In fact, so far as coming home in dis- 
grace goes, the half dollar is the prodigal 
eon of the mints. 


A very large proportion of tho $20,000,- 


000 of fractional silver on hand at Wash- 
ington is made up of halves. This is the 
lot which Secretary Foster was so anx- 
ious to get rid of, and about which he 
talked with the New York bankers when 
he made his visit here. Nobody then 
manifested any wild desire to take the 
secretary's load off his shoulders, 


It is probable that a good many of the 


halves stored up in Washington will be 
recoined into qnarters and dimes. In 
that way they will be more convenient 
for popular use. 


Of course lots of halves are used, and 


will continue to be nsed. Their coinage 
will be kept up, and nobody will have 
any more difficulty in getting them than 
usual. But the proportion of other coins 
will be increased because the people like 
them better. 


The New York subtresisury has its 


share of halves on hand, and the other 
day it tried to work off some of them. 
It was a day when pension checks were 
being paid, and nearly every one was 
cashed partly in halves. 
Before the 


close of the day a good many of the 
halves were back in the snbtreaBury. 
And they are there yet.—New York 
Times. 


To Set Stray Lettem Aright. 


The dead letter office of thn postoffice 


department has just published a large 
volume of nearly 800 pages which is ex- 
pected to reduce the number of letters 
which go to the dead letter office because 
of imperfect addresses. The volume is 
entitled "A Street Directory of the Prin- 
cipal Cities in the United States." A 
great deal of time and patient attention 
to details have been expended upon the 
collection and systematic arrangement 
of the contents of the book. 


All the streets, avenues, squares, 


"lanes," "roads," etc., of the same names 
in the nearly 000 free delivery offices of 
this country are grouped and so dis- 
played as to facilitate search. The high- 
est and lowest numbers on eonh of these 
streets are given to assist postmasters in 
correcting imperfect addresses where the 
street named is found in more than one 
town. Thig directory is furnished to 
postmasters at the free delivery offices 
for use in perfecting the addresses of 
such letters and parcels aa may reach 
their offices, though manifestly intended 
for delivery elsewhere, — Washington 
Star. 


A Muaeunt of Decorative Art, 


It is proposed to establish in the lower 


part of New York city a museum of 
decorative art, where artisans aud de- 
signers for the various manufactures can 
find specimens of the best work of all 
ages, together with suggestive books, 
charts, designs, etc., that will help them 
to produce something out of the beaten 
track. It is proposed to connect with 
the museum a school that will teach 
drawing and give instructions by letters 
and recitations, Such a museum as this 
would contain models of the best work, 
goldsmith's work, enamels, ivory, leather, 
and wood carving, silverware, art work 
in iron, bronze, brass and other metals, 
pottery, and designs in silks, cretonnes 
and other textile fabrics, wall papers 
painted tapestry, etc.—in fact, examples 
of every possible form of art as applied 
to the industries. Speaking of industria 
museums, we wish to note that a very 
complete little museum of industrial ar 
exists in the Pratt institute, Brooklyn 
being created as a part of that beneficea 
enterprise.—Decorator aud Furnisher. 


It is uere exhausted the same as steam, 


but at this point the gas is cooled and 
conducted back to the generator. Be- 
fore it reaches the latter vessel it is car- 
ried by a "spray coil" to a point where 
the gas comes in contact with the am- 
monia solution which has been rejected 
from the generator, and hero tlio solu- 
tion is recharged by absorption and by 
the natural affinity existing between 
water and ammonia. 


By this means the same body of am- 


monia is used constantly, exhausting 
itself only to bo recharged with new life 
and to be returned to the generator. The 
same is true of the water nsed. The 
steam in the generator imparts its heat 
to the ammonia and is thereby condensed 
and carried back to the boiler to be used 
again. In the ammonia engine there is 
absolutely no waste.—Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. 


A Narrow Escape. 


One morning as the accommodation 


rushed into Macoupin station, Maconpin 
county, on the Chicago and Alton, the 
engineer saw at a distance what he gup- 
posed was a white dog on the track, but 
when nearly on it what was his horror to 
discover that it was a little child about 
four years old playing in the center of 
the track. Reversing his engine and put- 
ting on the airbrakes, he endeavored to 
stop in time to save the little one. In the 
meantime the child, who was apparently 
down on its hands and knees, looked up 
and saw the huge monster almost upon it 


Terrified, the little one did the best it 


could. Instead of attempting to rise and 
run it crouched down flat and hid its 
head close to the ground. The engine 
and one car passed over it before the 
train was stopped, and on taking the 
child out it was found that with the ex- 
ception of three fingers of one hand be- 
ing cut off at the ends it was otherwise 
uninjured. 
The engineer, Barker, was 


so unstrung by the accident that he re- 
tired to a car while his fireman was run- 
ning the train as it passed through 
Brighton.—Hillsboi'o (HI.) Journal. 


Ball Knocks a Mule's Eye Oat. 


It is a very ordinary tiling to hear of 


hailstones breaking window glass and 
stripping trees and plants, but it isn't 
every hailstone that can knock out a 
mule's eye. A colored man named Ed 
Johnson, who farms about five miles 
north of the city, was in town with a 
lot of produce. His wagon was drawn 
by a mule, and one of the mule's eyes 
was knocked out. A stream of water 
constantly trickling from the socket in- 
dicated that the injury was of recent oc- 
currence. 
Johnson said that one day 


the eye /as knocked out by a hailstone. 
He was plowing in a field when a sudden 
6* irm came up. Ho unhitched the mule 
so as to hurry to shelter and gave the 
bridle rein a jerk. The mule threw up 
its head, and as it did so a big hailstone 
plunked it in the eye and destroyed the 
eyeball.—Charlotte (N. C.) News.

Proflts of Fruit Culture. 


Few people are aware of the enormous 


profits realized by the successful fruil 
gro ^ers of California, mid yet fortunes 
are being made in this industry. A 
notable example of this fact is A, T. 
Hatch, whose success has been little 
short of the marvelous. On his fruil 
farm in Solano county he has 400 acres 
of full bearing trees and 400 acres oi 
trees that are still too young to produce 
even a small yield. Last year from the 
400 acres, after paying the expenses oi 
the entire orchard, he realized a net profit 
of $109,000. The cost of caring for the 
young orchard was nearly or quite $10,- 


000, 
so that his actual profits were a 


little more than $290 per acre. Prices 
were unusually high, but the yield oi 
this year is so much greater that he ex 
pects even larger returns.—San Fran- 
cisco Call. 


The recent improvements made in pho- 


tography and its use in astronomy has 
proved most valuable to the study of 
that science.

Ammonia a* a Motive Power. 


A most successful test has been made 


of the use of ammonia as a motive power 
to displace steam. The test was the first 
that has ever been made on a marine en- 
gine, and the trial was most satisfactory. 
An ammonia engine plant has been fitted 
ont on the tug E. W. Hartley, which 
made a trip up and down the river, sub- 
jecting the new scheme to a practical 
test. Its workings are noveLand inter- 
esting, not only to the mechanical and 
scientific circles, but also to the laymen 
of the industrial world. 


An ordinary engine can be converted 


into an ammonia engine simply by the 
addition of a "generator," which is much 
like a boiler. Steam is used simply for 
the purposes of heating the aqua am- 
monia in the generator. The heated am- 
monia expels a gas, leaving a weak solu- 
tion of ammonia in the bottom of this 
boilerlike affair. When, by raising the 
temperature of the ammonia, sufficient 
power is generated, the throttle valve is 
opened and the gas passes into the cylin- 
der of the engine and propels the piston 
rod in_erery way the same asjjteam. 


A Tough Mule. 


The vitality of the mule is little short 


of amazing. In Memphis one fell twenty- 
five feet down an opening in the street. 
It landed on its head and, the hole being 
narrow, it was unable to change its posi- 
tion. It was supposed that the beast had 
broken its neck, as a sharp, clicking 
noise was heard when it struck bottom. 
After half an hour the mule was hoisted 
out by the heels and laid on the ground. 
It showe 1 no signs of life, but, notwith- 
standing, it was given brandy liberally, 
and in a little while, to the surprise of 
the thousind spectators who had col- 
lected, the mule rose to its feet and 
walked off as though nothing unusual 
had happened.—Philadelphia Ledger.
